A Diabolical AtUmpt, 


GOSHEX, Ind., Nov. 27.—This city was 


thrown into a fever of excitement 
Saturday night by a desperate at- 
tempt, made almost within the city 
limits to wreck the New York fast ex- 
press on the Lake Shore road, which 
is due here at 12.09. At 12 o'clock a 
shrill whistling in the Lake Shore 
railroad yards, and from the water- 
works plant, which is located very 
close to the Lake Shore freight depot, 
Brought two oJ the night police and a 
number of eltisens to the scene. They 
found the first section of No. 60, the 
Chicago and New York fast 
meat 


freight train in the yards, and a badly 
battered up train crew._ 


It was soon learned from the appar- 


ently dazed crew that two attempts 
had been made to use the last ten cars 
of the train to carry out a dastardly 
attempt, to wreck No. 12, the New 
York fast express on the Lake Shore 
road. The city was quickly thrown 
into a fever of excitement, at the at- 
tempted hold-up was conducted on a 
plan singularly new in the annals of 
modern train robbery. It was, how- 
ever, brought to an unsuccessful end 
by the heroic resistance of the train- 
men, 
who fought a constant battle 


during the run of ten miles from Elk- 
hart here. 
Attacked by Bight Burly Tramp*. 
The first of No. 60 pulled out of 


Blkhart at 10:23 p m. with orders to 
run to Liogineer without stop. All 
seemed well with the train, but when 
about a mile from Elkhart, the con- 
ductor, John Hickok, and two brake- 
men, were attacked by a band com- 
posed of eight burly tramps, who it is 
since learned, boarded the train at 
'Blkhart and had been concealed be- 
tween the cars. They overpowered the 
crew and were proceeding to discon- 
nect the last ten cars, when the crew, 
insisted by the engineer and fireman, 
again secured control of the train. ^ A 
second attempt was made five miles 
nrther on, and from that point into 
Goshen, a run of four miles, a desper- 
ate fight was waged between the eight 
robbers, and the crew. 


Draporate FiKhtlng lor Four Mtlei. 
Conductor Hickok, who knew,the Im- 


minent dancer No. 12 was in, of run- 
ning into the freight, encouraged the 
brakemen and an extra conductor, 
3ampbell. who happened 'to be on the 
train, and they waged a successful 
fight until the train 
reached the 


Goshen yards. 
The battle for the control of tlie 


train was desperate for the last four 
miles, and Conductor 'Hickok was 
badly bruised and pummeled, as was 
also one of the brakemen, who resides 
at Elkhart. The robbers secured four 
watches, and all the money belonging 
to the crew. The engineer whistled 
for help, and officers were quickly upon 
the scene 
That the eight robbers who were 


upon the train when it arrived in the 
Goshen yards should escape seems in- 
credible, but such is the fact. Owing 
to the dazed condition of the crew and 
the ignorance of those here as to the 
cause of the stopping and alarm, they 
all escaped 
Two were subsequently 


captured, anil the sheriff and a posse 
are at present in hot pursuit of an- 
other 
Henry Zimmerman wab ar- 


rested within "the citj limits and later 
in the morning William Cone was cap- 
tured 
These two are now in custody

The two attacks have aroused the 


Lake Shore officials, and every means 
possible to being taken to apprehend 
the robbers in such a manner as to 
discourage future attempts of the 
kind

from Chicago at noon yesterday and 
was in conference with the attorneys 
of the road, Messrs. Baker & Miller. 
A reward of 14,000 will be posted all 
over the surrounding country for the 
arrest and conviction of the eight roo- 
ter*, or tMO for the arrest and conno- 
tion of any one of them.

That the World's Colum- 
bian exposition was a financial success 
was proved by the figures of the re- 
port 
It shows, by making an approxi- 


mate estimate of the liabilities and re- 
ceipts up to November 12 that the net 
assets over and above all liabilities 
amount to $1,862,482 
The average 


daily receipts were $89,501, while the 
daily expenditmes were $22,405. 


The total expenditures were $25,540,- 


5S7. 
The gate receipts were $10,620,- 


s:;0, and $8,699,531 was received from 
concessionaries. Adding to this the 
capital stock of $5,604,171. and the city 
of Chicago's $5.000,000 in bonds, the to- 
al receipts are given as $23,151,168. 
The balance as shown by the auditor 
s $2,610.6SO, but from this amount are 
deducted such obligations as are in 
sight, but not included as any part of 
the expenditures up to October 31. 
These obligations, which are for sal- 
aries, premiums, recoinage of souvenir 
coins, office expenses, etc., make a to- 
tal of $748,147.82 
This amount being 


deducted from the $2.610,680,,leaves the 
total net assets $1,802,482.18.
